THE ANNUAL MEETING. 

The annual general méeting of tlie Incor- 
porated Orthopzedic Hospital of Ireland was 
held at the hospital, 22 Upper Merrion street, 
Dublin, yesterday afternoon. Sir John Ross, 
Hart... occupied the chair. 


The Governors of the hospital, in their fifty- 
fifth annual report, stated that during the last 
year 180 children were treated, an increase of 
25 on the previous twelve months. Of these, 78 
were discharged cured and 20 were discharge od 
improved, six died, and 63 remained in hospital. 
In the dispensary, which is open four days a 
week, 2,184 patients were treated during the 
year. The institution closed the year with a 


debt of £274 13s. 8d., as compared with £543 
17s. 3d. last year. That they were not now ovér 
£800 in debt. was due to the fact that £572 
16s. 7d. was realised by the “ Special Appeal ” 
organised by Mrs. Hienett, (.B.E. 

The Recorder of Dublin, in moving that the 
report be adopted, and that the hospital is 
worthy of public support, said that the report 
showed that it was a record of whiich the insti- 
tution might be proud. He was very glad to 
see that the hospital owed only a very small 
sum—£274. 

The Rev. T. McNevin, in seconding, said that 
the institution must appeal to the hearts of all 
who recognised that the object of its existence 
was the elleviation of the awful sufferings of 
their poor, crippled children. He paid a tribute 
to the surgical, medical, and nursing staffs. 

The report was adopted. 

Mr. Mooney provosed that the best thanks 
of the Association be accorded to the Council 
of the Dublin Hospital Sunday Fund and the 
Dublin Corporation for their grants; to the 
ladies who organise the county cot collections, 
the Linen Guild, and the Dublin Needlework 
Guild, and Mrs. Greville’s V.A.D. Guild. He said 
that the hospital had been supported from its 
inception by the charity of the pubjic. The 
public recognised for many years the work done 
there. They were fortunate im having a surgi- 
cal staff second to none in the world, and they 
had a record of cures performed which was 
really marvellous. 

Dr. Joly, who seconded, said that he had 
toured through Canada and the United States, 
and had seen the orthopedic hospitals there. 
In his opinion, there was nothing so scientifically 
sound and good as their comparatively small 
hospital in Dublin. (Applause.) 

The resolution was passed unanimously.

The motion was passed. 

On the motion of Dr. Haughton, seconded 
by Colonel Pery, thanks were accorded to the 
Press for its continued support ot the hospital. 


Thanks were also accorded to the Chairman, 
on the. motion of Lady Walker. seconded by 
Mise Maguire. Lady W ‘'alker said that Sir John 
Ross always evinced a deep interest in the 
hospital, and, besides attending the annual 


meetings, visited the children. His interest had 
also resulted in the Board of National Educa 
tion granting a teacher for the school. 

Sir John Ross, in returning thanks, said that 
the annual meetings of hospitals were some- 
what diemal performances at the present 
time. They always heard the game story, and, 
unfortunately, it was true, of expenses rising 
and subscriptions falling off. The condition of 
affairs outside was more depressing at present 
than it had been in human memory. It was 
hard under those circumstances to keep up their 
spirits, to be hopeful for the future of their 
country. On the other hand, when they came 
into a place like that hospital it was a great 
relief. If they took part im outside affairs thev 
did not know if they were doing good, and 
even with the best intentions they might do 
harm. In the hospital, however, they certainly 
knew that they were doing good. At the 
present moment it almost looked ag if the 
government of their country had been handed 
over for a ehort while to the powers of evil, but 
the good was rredominating. The good in the 
world would eran the evil.

Can nothing be done to curb the excessive and 
meddlesome activities of Dr. Addison and the 
Ministry of Health? asks J7'he T'imes in a 
loading article.

The object of the Com- 
mittee was to inquire whether “legislative and 
administrative measures” ave desirable in order 
to ensure that various medical products are of 
the requisite quality and standard. In that 
perfect world, which is the ideal of the Ministry 
of Health, we have no doubt that excellent 
reasons could be produced for the imspection, 
testing, and analysis of evers separate mutton 
chop sold to the public. Death may lurk even 
in the mutton chop, and the time may come 
when a Mutton Chop Department, controlled by 
a swarm of Dr. Addison's myrmidons, will super- 
cise the sale of each tiny cutlet sought by the 
innocent housewife. But we are living in times 
when there are a million — out of work, 
partly betause the money which ought to go to 
the revival of industry is being commandecred 
for the payment of extravagant and inflated 
bureaucracies.

GREEK CLAIMS STATED. 


ALLIES AND THE THRACE- 


SMYRNA QUESTION, 


The Peace Conference was resumed in London 
yesterday, to hear the concrete proposals of the 
Turks? Tewfk Pasha did not accompany the 
delegates. 

After the fimal rising of the ‘London Con- 
ferende for the day on Thursday, an official 
comméniqué was issued, which stated that the 
Conference re-assembled at St. Jamess Palace 
in thie afternoon, at four o'clock, to hear 4 
staterfent by the Greek delegation, in regard to 
the efhnological statistics of the Smyrna district 
and Hastern Thrace. M. Calogeropoulas opened 
by reéalling that these matters had already been 
exhaustively investigated by the Peace Confer- 
ence, at which M. Venizelos had presented the 
Greek case; and that the decisions reached had 
been embodied in the Treaty of Sévres. He pre- 
sumed that there was no intention of re-opening 
the whole question, but, in any event, the 
Greek delegation was prepared to give full in- 
formation. After the withdrawal of the Greek 
delegation, tne Conference decided to invite the 
Turkish de:egation to-mortow at 11.30 a.m. and 
the Greek delegation at noon. i 

t is understood that the Greek Premier as- 
sured the Conference that perfect order and con- 
tentment prevailed in the Smyrna area, and,ap- 
pealing to the Allies to settle the question 
withput delay, alleged that the Kemalists were 
endeavouring to cause delay, as that was the 
only weapon left in their armoury. 
. After the Gréek Delegation withdrew, the 
British, French, Italian, and Japanese repre- 
sentatives had an informal conversation, as the 
result of which it was decided to put the follow- 
ing question to the Greeks and Turks to-day :— 
Are you prepared to accept the result of an 
investigation by the Allies in regard to Smyrna 
and Thrace, and, subject to that, to accept the 
remaining terms of the Treaty of Sévres? It is 
understood that this proposal, if acceptable, 
will involve an inquiry in the areas concerne 
by the Inter-Allied Commission. 


THE GERMAN DELEGATION. 


The German Government, says a Berlin tele- 
rare, dated Thursday, has mformed the British 
Ambassador that the German Delegation to 
the London Reparations Conference will consist 
of Dr. von Simons, Foreign Minister, and the 
following seven officials:—Herren Goeppert and 
von Simson. of the Foreign Office; Herren Berg- 
mann and Schroeder, of the Ministry of Finance :. 
Herr Lewald, of the Ministry of the Interior; 
and one representative each, whose names have 
not yet been announced, from the Ministries of 
Defence and Economics.

THE PRICE OF TIMBER. 


It is a hopeful sign for the building trade in 
Ireland that a substantial reduction in the 
prices of imported timber has taken place. This 
is mainly due to the slump in shipping freights, 
&s many vessels that were olherwise engaged 
for years have been released, and are how 
available for the conveyance of timber cargoes. 
The fall in prices is general, but timber for the 
building trade, such as spruce and flooring from 
Canada, America, Norway and Sweden, has 
dropped from 15 to 20 per cent. in price within 
the past, mdnth. Timber importers have now 
good opportunities of purchasing cargoes on ad- 
vantageous terms, and they are only deterred 
from doing so by the general dulness of the 
building trade in Ireland, zccentuated as it is 
by the unfortunate waves dispute which has dis- 
located the Dublin ‘and Belfast building trade 
for months. Houses are urgently required all 
over the country, and ¢éspecially in Dublin, and 
it, is felt that if a settlement could be arrived at 
in the city im the matter of wages, which is the 
principal factor in hovse coustruction, a new 
impetus might be given to the building trade.

IRISH QUESTIONS. 


EDUCATION AND THE NEW 
PARLIAMENTS. 

In reply io Mr. Lynn, in the House of 
Commons yesterday, Sir Hamar Greenwood said 
that under the Government of breland Act que>- 
tions of secondary and other edhcation in lre- 
land passed under the jurisdiction of the Irish 
Parliaments, with which the, final solution of 
these questions mist now be left. As a tem- 
porary arrangement for Intermediate educa- 
tion for the coming financial year, he would 
make provision for granis on the same scale as 
in the current financial year, and would, there- 
fore, include the renewal of the special interim 
grant of £50,000 introduced last session. 

Mr. Moles asked if the Chief Secretary had 
seen the recent statement issued by the Inter- 
mediate Board, and whether, in view of that 
statement, he would give the teachers an op- 
portunity for an interview. 

Sir Hamar Greenwood said that this was a 
matter which primarily concerned the Ex- 
chequer. Now, that the Home Rule Act was 
law—(ironical cheers)-—the question of Irish edu- 
cation must be worked out under the terms of 
that Act. 
MALICIOUS INJURY CLAIMS. 

Sir Hamar Greenwood, in reply to Colonel W. 
Guinness, said that the summarised records of 
the total amount awarded over the whole of 
Ireland last year in respect of criminal and 
malicious injury claims were not at the moment 
complete. In the case, however, of those 
counties and boroughs which had repudiated 
their liabilities, the total of the unpaid awards 
is approximately 000. Of this amount 
£135, had been discharged from the Local 
Taxation Account under the provisions of the 
Restoration of Order in Ireland Act. He was 
aware that the vast majority of these were 
not contested by the Councils concerned, whose 
inaction in this matter might result in grave 

rejudice to the interests of the ratepayer. 
Wire suggestion that in these circumstances 4 
Commission should be, appointed to review the 
awards should receive careful consideration. 

a Mr. Waterson—How much has the Exchequer 
had to pay as compensation on these claims? 

Sir Hamar Greenwood—Very little. 

Colonel Guinness—Will the Chief Secretary 
take early steps to prevent further moneys being 
paid out in these uncontested claims before the 
matter’ has been looked into? 

Sir Hamar Greenwood—Money has not been 
paid from the Exchequer in reference to claims 
in cases where Councils refused to recognise the 
authority of this House or to acknowledge the 
law of England, and declined to represent, the 
ratepayers, who are primarily responsible for 
the damage incurred. 

Colonel Guinness—Apart from the injustice to 
the Exchequer, will the Chief Secretary con- 
sider the injustice to the ratepayers of Ireland, 
and see that their money is not paid out owing 
to the default of the local authorities to contest 
these claims? 

Sir Hamar Greenwood—The point made is a 
most important one. As the law now stands, 
the local authorities should be in all cases re- 

resented befcre the County Court Judge when 
e assesses the damage. The proper authority 
for the ratepayer to look to is the local 
authority, which he has power to elect. I may 
add that money is paid out of the Exchequer 
grants in the way of compensation to widows 
and dependents of the members of the Forces 
of the Crown who are murdered or wounded. 

Mr. Devlin—Will you say what justification 
there is for withholding from innocent people 
the damages given to them by the judges, when 
the judges have declared in the most precise 
form that these acts have been brought about 
by servants of the Crown? 

Sir Hamar Greenwood—I have tried to 
answer that question as well as I can. If you 
will put down a supplementary question I will 
endeavour to give an anewer., We are dealing 
with a very difficult technical and legal point. 
(Hear, hear.)

Mr. A. Neal writes, in reply to Captain Red- 
mond, that it is the case that the Government 
have imposed a sea surcharge of 2s. on every 
pig and every sheep, Is. on every lamb, 5s. on 
every’ horned beast (cattle), and 10s. on every 
horse leaving Ireland for Great Britain. These 
surcharges were not imposed as a Government 
tax, but represented additional freight charges 
for the sea portion of the journey, which are 
rendered necessary by the increased cost of 
working the steamship eervices. The charges 
were credited to the steamers. When railway 
rates were revised in January, 1920, the sur- 
charges im during the war were reduced 
by chou! per cent., and when the through 
charges were again increased, on the recommen- 
dation of the Rates Advisory Committee, so re- 
cently as September last, the sea surcharge was 
permitted to remain at the lower level. ~

“THE REVOLUTIONIST.” 

“The Kevolutionist,” by the late Terence 
MacSwiney, was presented at the Abbey Theatre 
last night. According to the programme, the 
period of the play is the year 1914, in which 
“certain political reforms are assumed.” The 
play has its blemishes, and is obviously the 
work of an amateur, but it is none the less in. 
teresting on that account. Its political passages 
are crude, and its love scenes are lacking in 
polish, but there are some excellent epigrame 
interspersed through the five acts. Thus, in 
one of the earlier scenes the hero assures his 
friends that. there ie no better soldier in the 
world than an Irishman, and no worse con- 
spirator.. He is, however, surrounded by con- 
spirators—by men who believe in “ the hiss of 
the bullet towards the heart of the tyrant '— 
and his protests against the methods of secret 
societies fall upon unsympathetic ears. The 
Irish priest plays his part im the drama, and 
that difficult part is treated with no little in- 
sight and power by the dramatist. There are, 
indeed, two priests in the play—Father 
O'Hanlon, the old-fashioned and somewhat auto- 
cratic administrator, and Father O’Connor, the 
young curate of revolutionary idea These 

arts are capably filled by Eric Gorman and 

ichael J. Dolan, res ively. oy S 
McCormick, as Hugh O'Neill, the central figure 
in the piece, acts with ability a part which 
verges upon the melodrgmatic, while, as John 
Mangan, Barry Fitzgerald makes a quite con- 
vincing provincial. merchant, who finds him- 
self .a_ trifle beyond his depth. The 
Con Sheehan of Peter Nolan, and the 
Doyle of Maurice Esmonde, are familiar Irish 
characters; while in the female parts Gertrude 
Murphy as Nora Mangan, and Christine Hayden 
as Fan O'Byrne, perform with adequate grace 
and charm. The enjoyment of the play, which 
was performed before a fairly large audience, 
was enhanced by a choice selection of music at 
the intervals by the orchestra, under the cap- 
able direction of Dr. J. F. Larchet.

KING'S BENCH JUDGMENT. 


‘SENTENCE TO STAND. 


In the King’s Bench Division, Dublin, yester- 
day, judgment was delivered in the application 
made to the Court nearly a fortnight ago on 
behalf of John Alien, of Tipperary, who was 
tried by a ovlitary Court at Cork on a charge 
of having been in possession o” a revolver, 
some ammunition, and a document entitled 
“Night Fighting.” The application was*for & 
writ of prohibition to General Sir ‘evil 
Macready, directing him not to confirm or prer- 
mit the carrying out of a sentence of jeath 
upon the prisoner; also for a writ of habews 
corpus difected to the Governor of the Military 
Prison to bring up the body of Allen, and for 
a certiorari to quash the proceedings of the 
military Court by which Allen was tried. — 

The ‘Lord Chief Justice of Ireland, delivering 
the nnanimous judgment of the Court, referred 
to the proclamation of martia! law by the Lord 
Lieutenant, dated 10th December, 1920, which 
alluded to divers acte of violence whereby inem- 
bers of the forces of the Crown and other ser- 
vants of His Majesty had been murdered, and 
called upon all loyal and well-affected subjects 
of the Crown to act in upholding and maintam- 
ing the peace of the realm. That Viceregal 
proclamation was followed on December 12 -y a 
roclamation by General Sir N. Macready, the 
Genera! Officer Commanding the Forces in Ire- 
land, in which, after referrmg to the existenc 
of a state of armed insurrection, he ordere:, 
among other things, that all arms, ammunition 
and explosives in the possession of unauthor’::d 
persons shoulda he delivered up to the proper 
authority. The penalty for disobedience to int 
proclamation was death. On the 19th January 
John Allen was arrested near Tipperary, within 
the martial law area, and in his possession were 
found a cevolver, 16 rounds of revolver am- 
munition, and a book purporting to be an offi; 
cial publication of the Irish Republican Army, 
“Night Fighting.” He was tried on 
February 9 by a military, Court, consisting of 
four officews,j for having been in possession of 
these articler, and was found guilty and _ sen- 
tenced to déath. The President of the Court 
utilised forn) 3996, intended for courtsmartis}, 
for the puxppee of informing the prisoner of the 
eentence, aitering, however, his description 
from “‘ President of the Courtmartial’’ to “Pre- 
sident, Military Court.” An objection was 
handed in for the accused, submitting that the 
prociamation relied on by the prosecution was 
mvalid in so far as it purported to give the 
Court power to impose sentence on the accused 
other than a sentence authorised by the com- 
mon or statuté law for the offence charged, and 
that the accused was not a person subject to 
military law. If the accused was being tried 
by a Field General Courtmartia!l the objection 
would have been a formidable one, as the ac- 
cused could not have been sentenced to death 
by a courtmartial in proceedings taken under 
the provisions of the Restoration of Order m 
Ireland Act, 1920, and the regulations made in 
pursuance thereof in respect of the offence with 
which he was charged. It was, however, clear 
that the asecused was tried by a military Court 
acting under Sir Nevil Mucready’s authority, as 
Commander-in-Chief of His Majesty's Forces 
in Ireland, in the enforcement of martial law. 

DUTY OF THE COURT. 

It was the sacred duty of thie Court to pro- 
tect the lives and liberties of all His Majesty's 
subjects, and to eee that no one suffered joss 
of life or liberty save under the laws of the 
country; but when subjects of the King rose 
in armed insurrection, and the conflict was sil! 
raging, it was no less their duty not to inter- 
fere with the officers of the Crown in taking 
such steps aa they deemed necessary to quell 
the insurrection and to restore peace and order 
and .the authority of the law. In the present 
case. the issue was clearly knit.- John Alien 
came to this Court for relief on the groufid that 
he had been tried by a Court not recognised by 
law, and sentenced to a punishment not author- 
ised by law. Sir Nevil Macready, on the other 
hand, said that by virtue of his authority as 
Commander-in-Chief, acting in the execution of 
martial jaw, p ings were taken jn the case 
of John Allen, and that the charges agaiust him 
were duly and properly tried by a military 
Co under his authority, and that John 
Allen wae now held in custody under his au- 
thority, and not otherwise. He justified his ac- 
tion on the ground that actual war was sáil! 
raging, and that the steps taken by him were 
necessary for the suppression of the imsurrec- 
tion and for the maintenance of good order, 
and that consequently this Court had no juris- 
diction to interfere. 

QUESTIONS FOR THE COURT. | 

The Court propoeed to deal with four ques- 
tions :'— 

(1) Was there a state of war in the area in- 
cluded in the Lord Lieutenant’s proclamation 
justifying the application of martial law? 

(2) Whet were the powers of the Executive 
Government in dealing with an armed insurrec- 
tion ? 

(3) Could the military court act, having re- 
gard to the fact. that courts of justice In the 
area were open? 

(4) Could the military court impose a sen- 
tence of death, (a) having regard to the provi- 
sions of the Restoration of Order Act, 1920, and 
the regulations made thereunder, and the Fire 
Arms Act, 1920, which imposed minor penalties 
for the same offence (b) having regard to' the 
fact that the accused was not caught in actual 
conflict or fresh pureuit. 

As regards the firet question it was neces- 
sary to refer to the affidavit of Sir Nevil 
Macready, which described the nature of the 
present rebellion. In proof of his statement 
the a state of war exists he referred to 
An t-Oglac, copies of which had been found 
from time to time in the ion or under 
the contro] of members of the rebel. army, in 
which it: was stated that war exists between 
England and Ireland. In view of the facts 
stated, and relied on by Sir Nevil Macready, 
and which had not been contradicted by any 
affidavit on behalf of the prisoner, it was im- 

ssible not to come to the conclusion that at 
tHe time of the Lord Lieutenant’s proclamation 
a state of war actually existed and continued to 
exist at the time of the arrest of John Allen, 
and since then down to the present time. 

SUPPRESSING INSURRECTION. 

The Court next proceeded to consider the powers 
of Government in dealing with such an armed 
insurrection. Having referred to outbreaks of 
rebellion in England and in Ireland, and the 
various statutes dealing with them, his lord- 
ship said that unlike the armed insurrections 
of the past, where the insurgents met the Crown 
forces in actual battle, the present imsurrection 
consisted exclusively of warfare of a guerrilla 
character, the nature of which was explained 
by Sir Nevil Macready in the following words :— 
‘The scheme of the said warfare does not entail 
fighting in distinctive uniforms, or in aceord- 
ance with the laws of war, but under a system 
of guerrilla attacks in which inhabitants, ap- 
parently pursuing peaceful occupations, con- 
stantly come together, and carry out guerrilla 
operations which often result in the death of, or 
serious injuries to, members of His Majesty's 
forces and police at the hands of the people 
who are, posing as peaceful citizens.” During 
the continuance of such a state of, affairs 
as was described in Sir Nevil Macread?’s affi- 
davit, the Government wae entitled, and in- 
deed bound, to repel force by farce, 
and thereby to put down the m- 
surrection and restore public order. 
It was also clear on the authorities that wnen 
martia) law was imposed, and the necessity for 
it existed, or, in other words, while war was 
still raging, that Court had no jurisdiction to 
question any acts done by the military authori- 
ties, although after the war was over persons 
might be made liable, civilly and crimimally, 
for anv acts which they were proved to have 
done in excess of what was reasonably required 
by the necessities of the case, unless these acts 
had, m the meantime, been covered by an Act 
of Indemnity. 

WOLFE TONE’S CASE. 

As regards question (5): Could the Military 
Court act, having regard to the fact that Courts 
of Justice in the area were open?

THE DEATH SENTENCE. 

As regards question (4); Could the Military 
Courts impose a sentence of death? In consider- 
ing any guestion arising out of the administra- 
tion of martial law by military courts they 
must not lose sight of the fact that they were 
not, in strictness, courts at all, but, as Mz 
Justice Stephen said, “merely committees, 
formed for the-purpose of carrying into execu- 
tion the yas ae? powers assumed by the 
Government’; and their ition could not be 
more accurately stated that it was by Lord 
Halsbury in Tilonko v. the Attorney-General of 
Natal, where he said: “If there is war, there 
is the right to repel force by force, but it 1s 
found convenient and decorous from time to 
time to authorise what are called ‘ courts’ 
to administer punishments and to restrain, by 
acts of repression, the violence that is com- 
mitted in time of war, instead of leaving such 
punishments and repression to the casual action 
of persons acting without sufficient consulta- 
tion, or without sufficient order or regularity, 
in the procedure in which things alleged to 


make these proceedings, by so-called courts- 
martial administering summary justice under 
the supervision of a military commander, 
analogous to the regular proceedings of Courts 
of Justice was quite illusory. The proceedings 
of a military court derived their tt justifica- 
tion and authority from the existence of actual 
rebellion, and the duty of doing whatever 
to restbre 
peace and order. In this case the affidavit 
sworn by Sir Nevil Macready dated the re- 
bellion back to the lat July last. 
Mr. Healy and Mr. Lynch, however, 
referred to the Restoration of Order 
in Ireland Act, 1920, which received the 
Royal Assent on the 9th August. 1920, and to 
the Firearms Act, 1920, which received the 
Royal Assent on the 16th August, 1920, a week 
later, and pointed out that by the regulations’ 
made under the former Act the severest penalty 
that could be gg Men by a courtmartia!l for 
the keeping of firearms or ammunition was 
penal servitude, and under the latter Act a 
sentence of three months’ imprisonment in 
England or two years in Ireland, the penalty 
being obviously increased in Ireland in conse- 
quence of the state of the country. They con. 
sequently argued, with considerable force, that

It would not only upset the actuarial calcula- 
tions, but he believed that the Labour members 
had not the requisite information: as to the pro- 
portions of single and married men. Moreover, 
the amount of contributions would have to be 
different when strikes occurred. 


SIR EDWARD CARSON, 


Sir Edward Carson said that the subject of 
unemployment benefit was one on which it was 
the easiest thing in the world to make, sympa- 
thetic speeches. But the great thing was to do 
someting practical, and not to raise false hopes 
that the purse of the State was bottomless. I 
would, said Sir Edward, be very glad if the 
whole community were even as well off as I am 
-—~that is not saying much. (A laugh.) There 
was nothing more pathetic than the man who 
wished for work and could not get it, and he 
would certainly support the amendment if he 
saw a possibility of it working out. He knew 
perfectly well that if the amendment were 
earriefl the bill would be lost. (Dr. Macnamara— 
Hear, hear.) He wanted the people to get the 
best terms that they could and as quickly as 
possible. If Mr. Clynes would amend his 
amendment and make the sum on which they 
would vote 20s., he should certainly vote for 
the 20s. He felt that if he voted for the amend- 
ment they would get nothing extra. He would, 
therefore, ask his right hon. friend to come 
down to practical politics at the momen® and 
let them get all that they could. If they got 
ihe initial 2s. they would have done a yery 
good afternoon's work. 

Admiral Adair said that he considered that 
the married men's benefit might be increased 
at the expense of the women and girls’ benofit. 

Dr. Macnamara said the number of insured 
persons unemployed was 15 per cent. On the 
assumption that up to the end of June next the 
average per centage of unemployed persons was 
9} per cont., the reserve fund would be de- 
pleted by fifteen million pounds, leaving about 
five million pounds in the fund. He was now 
urged to take his courage in both hands and 
raise the benefit for men from 18s. to 20s. To 
do so would have the effect of wiping out the 
reserve fund altogether, while if the rate of un- 
employment was heavier than 9) per cent. they 
would close the insurance year with a deficit. 
In view of the appeals that had been made to 
him from all parts of the House, however, he 
would be prepared to accept an gamendment 
raising the benefit for men to 20s. per week. 
(Cheers.) 

Mr. Clynes thereupon withdrew his amend- 
ment, and Mr. T. Thomson moved an amend- 
ment raising the benefit from 18s. to 20s. 

Mr. G. Balfour protested against the increase, 
which, he believed, would only aggravate the 
evil of unemployment, and Major Lowther and 
Sir F. Banbury associated themselves with the 


rote@tt. 
á Mr. T. Thomson's amendment was then 
agreed to without a division. 

THE BENEFIT FOR WOMEN. 

Commander Kenwofthy moved an amendment 
raising the benefit for women fixed at 15s, in 
the bill to the same level as that for men. 

Mr. T. Thomson and Mr. T. Shaw supported 
the amendment. 

Dr. Macnamara said that he could not accept 
the proposal to equalise the benefit, as that 
would mean the recasting of the whole acheme 
of the bill. But having raised the men’s benefit 
it wouldebe necessary to readjust the zelation- 
ship ae between men and women, so that it 
should remain proportionately the same. In 
order to restore the proportion as between the 
two, he would, having raised the men’s benefit 
to 208., raise the- women’s benefit from 15. to 
16s. (Cheers.) 

Commander Kenworthy altered his amend- 
ment.in accofdance with this undertaking, and 
in ite allered form the amendment was agreed 
to 


The remaining clauses were agreed to with 
drafting amendments, and the bill passed 
through Committee. .

THE NEW MOTOR TAXES, 


Mr. E. Whitc, Chairman, presided at the 
annual general meeting of the Royal Irish Auto- 
mobile Club at the Club rooms, 34 Dawson 
street, Dublin, yesterday afternoon. 

It was stated in the annual report that dur- 
ing the year ended 3lst December last 160 new 
members had been elected, making the total 
number of members and associates 1,155. A 
conference had been held with the Motor Trades 
Association (Irish Branch), when, amongst other 
matters considered affecting the interests of 
motor users, was the question of taxation, more 
particularly its method of application by the 
Treasury rating by horse-power. The confer- 
ence was of the unanimous opinion that this 
method was most inequitable, and agreed that 
the only fair basis of taxation would be on the 
basis of the amount of fuel consumed, by which 
the amount of tax paid would be in proportion 
to the use of the roads, the horse-power and 
weight of the vehicle. Combined opposition to 
the new taxes had no effect, and the unfortunate 
motorist found himself to-dey the most heavily 
and unjustly taxed member of the community ; 
and*an industry which loyally helped with all 
its resources during the war was now saddled 
with a tax calculated to cripple, if not destroy, 
it at a time of great industriel difficulty. The 
application of this tax to Ireland at the present 
time was indefensible, having regard to the re- 
strictions in foree in the country, and steps had 
been taken to bring the position under the 
notice of the Government.
